of tho opening'of-the Toronto and Ilamtlton 
Branch of tho Great Western Railway, which 
! took place at Toronto, a week ago yesterday. 


It was a grnnd affair. 
Invitations were exten- 


ded far and wide, resulting in a collection of 
5;000 strangers. The first thing in order was 
the ilrjeuncr, given ?n the freight house of Iho 
Northern Railway Company, at 1 P. M. on 
Thursday, which passed off moat agreeably.— 
The room was handsomely decorated, and 
many excellent toasts were offered. It li 
enough to say that the responses to these senti - 
ments %vere, generally, in excellent taste, ex- 
hibiting a friendly aud fraternal 'spirit, free 
frora petty jealousy and unkind nlluxionH. 
Tho 


proceedings terminated about 5 o'clock. 


The grand feature of tho celebration was tho 


ball, on Thursday night. It was given in a ran- 
chine simp, about -100 feet long and 200 feet 
wide. Tho walls were covered with banners, 
devices and paintings. Tho entrance was sur* 
mounted by a large painting of tho Royal Arms, 
and festooned with flags. Upon one side nf the 
entrance tho American colors and Eaglo wore 
illuminated by jeta of gas, tracing tbo initialsof 
tho President of tho United States; oil tho 
other the standard of Upper Canada was illu- 
minated in like manner by tho initial letters of 
the Governor General. Upon the sides of the 
room the names of the principal cities of tho 
States and of tho Provinces wore alternated. 


Upon tho wall directly opposite the main 


entrance, the word WELCOME was formed by 
jets of gas, and WBH the first object to meet the 
eye. Beneath it a banner was inscribed—RK* 
CIPHOCITY—THUS WE PllOSI'Ell—SUITdlludcd 
by the British and American colors intertwined 
A beautiful fountain threw its sparkling jets in 
tho center of tho lower platform. Stands of 
national colors were tastefully arranged at va- 
rious points. 
A dazzling nreh of light sur- 


mounted tho principal flight of steps and di- 
rectly in front nf them, upon the wall, the gas 
lights traced n vplendid crown, conspicuous 
from every part of the room. 
All the lights in 


the room were arranged into something ex- 
pressive or beautiful. It seemed like enchant' 
ment. 


At ono o'clock tho ball was at its culmination. 


The immense room was BO crowded that danc- 
ing was out of the question,although tho munic 
continued.

lian who will try the whulo caso himself, and if 
the offender shall not then produce tho fugitive 
or give the court satisfactory information of 
his method of cocapoaud place of concealment 
he will bu sent to prison, not for nny definite 
period, but until lie shall purge himself of tho 
contempt by making true answers to stieli !HN 
terogntories as tlie honorable court shall ad- 
dress to him touching tho premises.
